NOT so long ago we thought 
Manchester would be the cen¬ 
tre of Europe this season. 

But, after United and City exited the 
Champions League this week, their 
seasons rest on success in the Premier 
League - and next month’s FA Cup 
third-round tie. 

For United, not qualifying for the 
knockout stages is a massive disap¬ 
pointment but came as little surprise 
tome. 

The writing has been on the wall for 
a while. They have been winning 1-0 
here and there without playing well, 
which is often said to be the sign of a 
good side. 

United often kick on in the new year, 
but I’ve had a doubt about their make¬ 
up this year for a while. 

I couldn’t believe you could get 5-1 
against FC Basel beating United and

They were always in a diffi¬ 
cult group and the problems they had 
with Carlos Tevez refusing to play in 
their first game against Bayern 
Munich back in September did not 
help. 

They were up against some quality 
sides, with Napoli also in their group, 
and were relying on other teams in the 
final round of games, which does not 
often work out. 

European football is a step up and 
Roberto Mancini is still learning how 
to balance teams from Saturday to 
midweek. 



They’ll be better next year but 
United will have to make improve¬ 
ments to their squad. 

It just isn’t strong enough 
and they have huge prob¬ 
lems at the back.

Vidic’s calf injury at the 
start of season was disruptive 
and I’m not a great believer ] 
playing people out of position.

Injuries in vital areas have shown up 
a lack of depth - they were unfortunate 
to be without Javier Hernandez and 
Dimitar Berbatov in Basel - and that’s 
been a telling factor.

MIXED EMOTIONS WAY 



THE first Saints v Pompey 
league derby for over six years 
takes place at Fratton Park 
next weekend. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks back 
at some key dates in the two clubs’ 
fierce rivalry... 

September 11, 1920 

The first ever Football League 
meeting of the two Hampshire 
rivals sees Saints record a 2-0 Dell 
victory against Pompey in the old 
Third Division South. 

On the same day, Bradford Park 
Avenue beat Yorkshire rivals 
Sheffield United 2-0 in the top flight 
while Huddersfield beat Bradford 
City in another First Division 
derby. 

August 27 1960 

Saints record their highest 
Football League home win against 
Pompey, winning 5-1 - just three 
days after caning Liverpool 4-1 at 
The Dell in a Second Division 
encounter. 

In what was the two clubs’ first 
clash since 1927, Saint net 
through Cliff Huxford ; 
George O’Brien, Terry 
Paine, Tommy Mulgrew 
and a Jimmy Dickinson 
own goal. 

Saints finish their first 
season back in the second tier in 
eighth, while Pompey are 21st and 
relegated. 

February 51966 

Norman Dean scores a hat-trick 
as Saints romp to their highest ever 
win at Fratton Park, 5-2. Ted Bates’ 
men, who began the day in fifth 
place with their hosts 15th, eventu¬ 
ally climb to second to win promo¬ 
tion to the top flight for the first 
time ever. 

Martin Chivers nets the other two 
Saints goals. 

September 14 1974 

Saints were still searching for 
their first Second Division win of 
the season after three draws and 
three losses when Pompey visited 
for the first league derby for over 
eight years. They duly got it, win¬ 
ning 2-1 thanks to a Peter Osgood 
brace. 

April 6 1976 

Two days after reaching the FA 
Cup final, Saints went to Fratton 
Park and virtually condemned 
their arch rivals to relegation. 

After Mick Channon’s late goal 
had given fifth placed Saints victo¬ 
ry, Pompey were left 10 points 
adrift of fourth bottom Carlisle 
with just five games left - and there 
were only two points for a win in 
those days! 

Earlier in the season Pompey had 
conspired to lose nine successive 
Second Division games. 

April 29 1978 

Has there ever been a better day 
to be a Saints fan? 

Not only did Lawrie Mac’s men 
celebrate promotion back to the top 
flight with a 0-0 draw at home to 
Tottenham - whose point guaran¬ 
teed them promotion too - but

Pompey were playing the final 
game of a season which left them 
rooted to the bottom of the old 
Third Division. 

A run of just two wins from their 
opening 17 matches saw them 
entrenched in the drop zone and 
they never recovered, suffering a 
second relegation in three seasons - 
something Saints have never man¬ 
aged to do. 

August 19 1978 

As Saints return to the top flight 
with a 3-1 loss at Norwich, so 
Pompey begin their first ever spell 
in the old Fourth Division by losing 
1-0 at home to Bradford City. Three 
days later Pompey lose again, 5-3 at 
York, and are only kept off the bot¬ 
tom of the Football League on goal 
difference. 

January 30 1982 

Saints go top of the Football 
League for the first time in their 


history after winning 1-0 at 
Middlesbrough. After 22 games, 
they lead by a point from Ron 
Atkinson’s Manchester United. 

As for Pompey, a 0-0 home draw 
against Southend leaves them 19th 
in the Third Division, just two 
points outside the relegation area. 

As a result, Saints are now 61 
places above Pompey in the league. 

January 28 1984 

The first south coast derby for 
almost eight years sees Saints win 
the same way they did in 1976 - 1-0 
with a late goal, this time from 
Steve Moran. 

At the time Saints were sixth in 
the top flight with Pompey, man¬ 
aged by Alan Ball, 11th in the old 
Second Division. 

August 22, 1987 

A historic day at Fratton Park 
with the first top flight derby 
between the clubs ending 2-2. 


January 3, 1988 

Alan Ball returns to The Dell to 
mastermind Pompey’s 2-0 victory - 
their first win against Saints 
February 1964, almost 24 years ear¬ 
lier. 

As a result, Pompey move out of 
the First Division drop zone, but go 
on to lose nine of their last 12 
league games and are relegated 
after just one season rubbing 
shoulders with the elite. 

December 21, 2003 

As hard as it is to believe now, 
Saints jumped into the Champions 
League places after caning Pompey 
3-0 at St Mary’s four days before 
Christmas seven years ago. 

In contrast, Pompey were in the 
relegation zone. 

Sebastien Schemmel’s first half 
own goal put Saints on the way to 
victory, before Marian Pahars and 
James Beattie sealed a superb day 
for Saints fans.

March 21 2004 

A Yakubu goal gave Pompey their 
first victory over Saints since 1988. 

It was also their first home league 
win against their arch rivals since 
1963! 

Saints, managed for only the sec¬ 
ond time by Paul Sturrock, had 
entered the game 11th in the 
Premiership with Harry 
Redknapp's Pompey in the relega¬ 
tion zone. 

Pompey won four of their next 
five games and duly avoided the 
drop, Yakubu scoring four on the 
last day in a 5-1 home win over 
Middlesbrough. 

The same Yakubu who scored 
four in the top flight only last week¬ 
end, for Blackburn against 
Swansea. 

November 13 2004 

Saints beat Pompey 2-1 at St 
Mary’s to give Steve Wigley has 


first win in charge at the 11th 
attempt. 

The hosts began the day in the 
drop zone but moved up to 17th 
after goals from Dexter Blackstock 
and Kevin Phillips. 

Pompey dropped from 10th to 11th 
as a result. 

Harry Redknapp was Pompey 
manager that day, and he would 
return to the dug-outs at St Mary’s 
the following month - as Saints 
boss. 

It is the last time Saints beat their 
arch rivals. 

January 29, 2005 

FA Cup fate draws the two clubs 
together at St Mary’s, pairing 
Harry Redknapp against his former 
employers. 

Ex-Pompey striker Peter Crouch 
nets a dramatic last minute penalty 
winner to give Saints, four places 
beneath their visitors in the 
Premiership at the time, a 2-1 suc- 


April 24 2005 

Harry Redknapp’s first return to 
Fratton Park as an opposing man¬ 
agers is a nightmare as Pompey 
thrash his Saints side 4-1. Lomana 
Lua Lua scores twice with all the 
goals coming in the first 27 min¬ 
utes. 

It is the 36th - and so far last - 
Saints v Pompey league encounter 
and the first time that Pompey have 
scored more than three goals in a 
game. 

May 15 2005 

Pompey contribute heavily to 
Saints dropping out of the top flight 
for the first time in 27 years. 

With nothing to play for, Pompey 
lose 2-0 at West Bromwich Albion, 
enabling the hosts to jump off the 
bottom of the table and to safety. 

Saints, who started the final day 
of the season needing to beat 


Manchester United to guarantee 
their own safety, lose 2-1 at St 
Mary’s and finish rock bottom. 

May 17 2008 

Harry Rekdnapp guides Pompey 
to FA Cup final glory in the battle of 
two ex-Saints bosses with Dave 
Jones’ Cardiff. 

April 25 2009 

Saints’ relegation to League One 
is confirmed after a 2-2 home draw 
with Burnley. 

For the first time since the 1950s, 
Saints are now playing two divi¬ 
sions below Pompey. 

August 15 2009 

Pompey’s last season in the 
Premiership begins with defeat - 
the same result they will record in 
the next six matches as well. 

Rooted to the foot of the top flight, 
Pompey are exactly two divisions 
ahead of Saints, who start their 
first season in the third tier since 
1960 rock bottom after suffering a 
ten-point deduction for entering 
administration the previous April. 


December 19 2009 

Almost two years ago next week¬ 
end, Pompey defeated Liverpool 
2-0 in a Premiership game while 
Saints were losing 1-0 at Leeds 
United in League 1. 

At the time Pompey were bot¬ 
tom of the Premiership, but still 
39 places above Saints - Alan 
Pardew’s men stranded in 15th in 
the third tier. 

February 13 2010 

Saints, 36 places and two divi¬ 
sions below their arch rivals in the 
league, are beaten 4-1 at St Mary’s 
in an FA Cup fifth round tie. 

Three of the Pompey goals are 
scored by loanees - Jamie O’Hara, 
substitute Quincy Owusu-Abeyie 
and Aruna Dindane. 

Rickie Lambert replies. 

February 28 2010 

Pompey become the first 
Premiership club to ever be deduct¬ 
ed points for entering administra¬ 
tion. 

They are docked nine points, but 
still finish 11 points adrift of safety 
a few months later as their seven- 
season top flight lifespan is ended. 

May 7 2011 

Saints’ 3-1 home win over Walsall 
officially confirms their automatic 
promotion and league games 
against Pompey for the first time 
since 2005. 

On the same day, Pompey finish 
their Championship season 16th 
after a 1-1 draw at bottom club 
Scunthorpe. 

Pompey had never been higher 
than 11th in a difficult first season 
after relegation from the top flight. 

August 6 2011 

For the first time since 2004, 
Saints are above Pompey in the 
Football League - Nigel Adkins’ 
men defeating Leeds United 3-1 on 
the opening day of the season while 
Pompey draw 2-2 at 
Middlesbrough.

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The list of 
owners 
just goes 
on and on 

SO much has changed, on and 
off the field, since the last 
Saints v Pompey south coast 
league derby over six years 
ago. 

Back in April 2005 Harry 
Redknapp was in charge of Saints, 
with Rupert Lowe chairman. 

Milan Mandaric, the man who 
hired Redknapp in the first place 
before falling out with him, was 
Pompey chairman. 

Lowe had been head of Saints’ par¬ 
ent company Southampton Leisure 
Holdings PLC since 1997 while 
Mandaric had been Pompey’s chair¬ 
man since rescuing the club from 
potential oblivion in 1999. 

But both had relinquished power 
within a year and a few months. 

Following Redknapp’s sensational 
return to Pompey in December 2005, 
Lowe was ousted as chairman the 
following summer. 

By that stage, Mandaric had wel¬ 
comed Russian Alexandre 
Gaydemak to Fratton Park, initially 
as co-owner but later as very much 
the main man. 

Chain of events 

That set off a chain of events 
which has seen Pompey have a vari¬ 
ety of foreign owners. 

Controversy and mystery have fol¬ 
lowed each other seemingly without 
end, culminating in the latest owner 
- Vladimir Antonov - tendering his 
resignation at the end of last month. 

Saints fans will say their club has 
seen quite a few boardroom 
upheavals since that depressing day 
at Fratton Park in April 2005. 

But Pompey’s tale of woe - six 
owners in as many years, from 
Mandaric right the way through to 
Antonov - is even more remarkable. 

Here, the Sports Pink charts the 
extraordinary tale that has been 
Portsmouth’s off the field affairs in 
the last six years. 

December 7 2005 - Almost a year 
to the day since being controversial¬ 
ly appointed Saints manager, Harry 
Redknapp resigns his post at St 
Mary’s to make a remarkable 
return to Fratton Park. 

January 2006 - Alexandre 
Gaydamak becomes co-owner of 


Pompey alongside Milan Mandaric. 

The same month Pompey break 
their transfer record to sign striker 
Benjani from Auxerre for £4.1m. 

July 2006 - Gaydamak becomes 
sole owner of the club with 
Mandaric staying on as non-execu¬ 
tive chairman until later that year. 

Mandaric then leaves Pompey 
altogether to take over as Leicester 
City chairman. 

January 2008 - Pompey break 


their transfer record to sign 
England striker Jermaine Defoe 
from Tottenham for £6m. 

May 17 2008 - Redknapp guides 
Pompey to FA Cup final success. 

July 2008 - Pompey shatter their 
transfer record by signing Peter 
Crouch for around £llm from 
Liverpool. Crouch had previously 
joined Pompey for £1.5m in 1999 
from QPR. 


October 25 2008 - Harry 

Redknapp leaves for the second 
time, joining Tottenham. 

May 26 2009 - Gaydemak accepts 
a bid from Sulaiman A1 Fahim to 
take control at Fratton Park. 

July 21 2009 - A1 Fahim is 
appointed non-executive chairman. 

August 19 2009 - A rival consor¬ 
tium, headed by then current chief 
executive Peter Storie, had also

made a bid for Pompey. 

Unknown at the time, this bid was 
backed by Ah Al-Faraj. 

August 26 2009 - A1 Fahim com¬ 
pletes his takeover. 

October 1 2009 - Portsmouth 
admits that players and staff have 
not been paid. 

October 5 2009 - A deal is agreed 
for Al-Faraj and his associates - via 
a company called Falcondrone - to 


hold a 90 per cent majority holding 
in Pompey. 

Al-Fahim, who has been in charge 
for less than two months, retains a 
10 per cent stake and the title of non¬ 
executive chairman for two years. 

October 2009 - Pompey are 
placed under a transfer embargo. 

December 2009 - Pompey play¬ 
ers are not paid for a second month. 

January 28 2010 - Pompey’s 


website is shut-down for three 
hours as the club are unable to pay 
a bill. 

February 4 2010 - Balram 
Chainrai takes over Al-Faraj’s 90 
per cent stake after A1 Faraj, of 
whom little was ever known in his 
native Saudi Arabia, defaulted on 
loan payments to him. 

It was even claimed that A1 Faraj 
didn’t actually exist. 

He was supposed to be the major 
shareholder in Saudi Arabian 


chemical giant Sabic and a Middle 
East property advisor. 

But it transpired the company was 
owned by the Saudi government, with 
nobody at the company having ever 
heard of him! 

Chainrai’s company, Portpin, takes 
a controlling interest in the club over 
late payments of a £17m loan it mate 
to Al-Faraj to finance his takeover of 
the club. 

February 26 2010 - Club enters 
administration, the first ever Premier 
League outfit to do so. Pompey, 
already bottom of the table, have nine 
points deducted. 

April 9 2010 - David Lampitt 
appointed chief executive of Pompey. 

April 2010 - Reports suggest 
Pormpey owe a combined total of 
£38.2million to previous owners, 
including Gaydamak and Sulaiman al 
Fahim, out of a total debt of £119m. 

June 17 2010 - Company 

Voluntary Agreement agreed with 
creditors with a 81.3% majority. 
HRMC appeal due to a considerable 
debt reduction. 

August 2010 - Mr Justice Mann 
hears HMRC’s case at the High Court 
in London, but their appeal is turned 
down. 

Balram Chainrai looks to complete 
takeover of Portsmouth (deal is con¬ 
cluded in coming months). 

October 22 2010 - Pompey claim 
they might have to cease trading and 
face liquidation. £2.5m is demanded 
up front by previous owner 
Gaydamak. 

October 23 2010 - Chainrai com¬ 
pletes deal to take over club. The deal 
underwrites the CVA and takes 
Portsmouth out of administration. 

Lampitt hopes for stability under 
Chainrai in future. 

June 1 2011 - Convers Sports 
Inititiatives, owned by Vladimir 
Antonov, takes over Portsmouth 
from Balram Chainrai. 

CSI have a number of other sporting 
interests, and are the promoters of the 
World Rally Championship. 

November 23 2011 - European 
arrest warrant for Antonov over alle¬ 
gations of asset-stripping. 

November 29 2011 - Antonov 
resigns. 

November 30 2011 - Previous 
administrators of Portsmouth, UHY 
Hacker Young, appointed to CSI. 
Androu Andronikou had previously 
overseen Pompey’s administration 
between February and October 2010.

Harry is 
backed 
for the 
England 
hot seat 

FORMER Pompey manager 
Tony Pulis believes fellow ex- 
Pompey man and former Saints 
boss Harry Redknapp is the 
ideal man to manage England. 

Redknapp, pictured below, is 
already the bookmakers’ 
favourite to succeed Fabio 
Capello when his contract 
expires after next summer’s 
European Championships. 

Pulis has regularly championed 
the cause of his friend and 
Tottenham’s form over the last 
two seasons has only strength¬ 
ened that belief. 

“I’ve known Harry for a long 
time; he’s a very good judge of a 
player as he bought me in 1986,” 
joked the Potters boss, referring 
to his move to Bournemouth 
from Newport County. 

“It has to be an English 
manager this time and you look 
at everyone out there and his 
credentials are better than 
anyone else’s. 

“For me there is only one 
Englishman who could really do 
the job and he is at the right 
time in his career - though 
Tottenham won’t like me saying 
it. 

“He has 
everything. 

Man- 
manage¬ 
ment is 
important, 
especially 
today with 
the egos 
you have to 
deal with in 
professional 
football - he 
knows how 
to handle 
people. 

“He 
under¬ 
stands and 
recognises 
the game 
and how 
stressful it can be at times and 
how up and down players can 
be. 

“He gets the best out of play¬ 
ers; if you look at his record it is 
absolutely fantastic. 

“He has gone to a club that 
potentially could be a top club 
and he took them close in the 
Champions League last year 
(reaching the quarter-finals) and 
they are a better side this year 
than last.” 

The pair will come face-to-face 
at the Britannia Stadium on 
Sunday but it is only a fortnight 
or so since the last time they 
met. 

Early last month Redknapp 
underwent a heart procedure 
and during his convalescence 
Pulis paid a visit. 

“I went down and had a coffee 
with him a couple of weeks ago 
when he had his operation. 

“He was talking about football 
with passion as he always does. 

“I read a quote the other day 
that this is probably the closest 
they have got to the 1960/61 
side that won the double under 
Bill Nicholson and I would say 
that is entirely down to Harry.” 
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“If Martin O'Neill is sat in the stand, 
they will be running around like scald¬ 
ed cats trying to impress” - Wolves 
boss Mick McCarthy ahead of the 
game with Sunderland. 

“It's an absolute disgrace. Scott 
Parker is one of my favourite players 
but if he is in a goalscoring position 
near the halfway line then he is a 
genius” - Bolton chairman Phil 
Gartside is less than impressed with 
referee Stuart Attwell's decision to 
send off Gary Cahill for his chal¬ 
lenge on Tottenham midfielder 
Parker. 


“If I have a good year I 
should be on the ballot 
for comeback player 
of the year, so I'm 
excited about that. 

So hopefully next 
year I can get on 
that ballot” - Tiger 
Woods, right, after 
his first tournament 
victory since November 
2009 at the Chevron World 
Challenge. 



“This week’s been difficult and it's 
obviously dedicated to Gary. The 
biggest tribute we can do is, come 
April and May, we can get into the 
Premier League, where Gary spent a 
huge amount of his career and was 
very successful” - Leeds boss Simon 
Grayson on Gary Speed. 


“Gary was an Evertonian and his dad 
realises that, but that's why they're all 
here today because this is where it all 
started 28 years ago. We signed on 
here with his mum and dad and my 
mum and dad and my 
dad met Roger this 
morning, which was 
very nice” - 
Grayson following 
Leeds' tribute to 
Speed prior to the 
2-0 victory over 
Millwall. 

“I haven’t really started thinking about 
my playing future yet. Once I get some 
down time, then I’ll obviously think 
what is going to be best. I'm going to 
spend some time with the family and 
have a good Christmas. I might make

no decision over his playing future 
from David Beckham, above.

Following a hugely successful cricketing 
career, Fred Trueman was probably the 
first ‘professional Yorkshireman’ to appear 
on our radios and televisions after he fin¬ 
ished playing. 

Opinionated, obdurate and invariably 
outspoken, these features eventually did 
for Fred’s regular appearances on Test 
Match Special. 

They also served him well throughout a 
remarkably productive professional cricket 
career, during which he became the first 
man to take 300 Test wickets. 

There have been 23 others who have 
reached the same landmark since Fred 
first achieved it in 1964, but his was an 
extraordinary feat in an era when far fewer 
Test matches were played. 

Until now, John Arlott’s biography of 
Trueman, published in 1971, had been the 
definitive article, but Chris Waters has pro¬ 
duced a marvellously well-researched 
book which delves deeper into the crick¬ 
eter’s past, largely thanks to the author’s 
impressive research and the explicit help 
of Trueman’s remaining family. 

It provides us with a clearer idea of why 
Fred had so much more ‘personal 
momentum’ than many of his middle- 
class teammates. 

Fred Trueman was the fourth of seven 
children, born in 1931 within the shadow 
of Maltby Colliery, where his father 
worked for four decades. As an infant, he 
slept in a sideboard drawer because the 
family could not afford another cot. 

Leaving school at 14, he worked briefly 
at the mine and tried a host of other 
unsuitable jobs 
before securing 
a contract with 
Yorkshire. 

He made his 
England debut 
at 21, an aggres¬ 
sive fast bowler 
always capable 
of uttering the 
fruitiest of lan¬ 
guage, either 
when things did¬ 
n’t go his way or to a departing batsman. 

He was one of the first to appreciate 
that he wasn’t trying to win a popularity 
contest - he was playing professional 
sport, a considerably better alternative to 
working down the pit. 

It’s an approach drip-fed into 
Australians from birth. 

His cussedness and ambivalent attitude 
towards authority was a wider reflection of 
the sixties, yet despite being a national 
hero, Trueman was treated much differ¬ 
ently to the way in which cricketers are 
today and the game’s ‘blazers’ ensured 
he never became Yorkshire captain, nor 
won more than 67 England caps. 

Athletic and powerful and never afraid to 
speak his mind, Trueman was one of 
Britain’s first modern-day sportsmen to 
become a celebrity. 

Harold Wilson called him the greatest 
living Yorkshireman; this book explains 
why.

IT has been circled on 
the calendar for months 
- the jokes about earth¬

Almost two years since 
the last one and much has 
changed.

For most of this season, 
Saints have been flying and 
playing some fantastic foot¬ 
ball. Yet over the last few

weeks, questions have 
begun to be raised about 
our away form and injuries 
have shown the squad to be 
a little thin. 

However, that pales into 
insignificance when you 
consider the ongoing woes 
at Fratton Park. 

Chairman arrested, impli¬ 
cated in a £250m bank 
investigation, smallest 
squad in the league and the 
threat of a points deduction 
refusing to go away. 

Now is not a great time to 
be a Pompey fan and they 
would much rather have 
our problems than the ones 
they currently face. 


The last time we played 
them, despite being almost 
40 places below them in the 
league, the game was much 
closer than the 4-1 scoreline 
suggested. 

Their final three goals 
came in the last 25 minutes 
or so from players they 
couldn’t pay. 

Those Pompey team mem¬ 
bers have long since gone, 
replaced by purchases and 
loans more becoming of 
Portsmouth’s financial 
muscle. 

Meanwhile, most of the 
Saints team are still here 
and have been added to 
with some quality addi¬ 


tions. All Saints fans know 
that and I know most find it 
hard to get too worried 
when Pompey fans gloat 
about that result. 

So, on paper and through 
red-and-white tinted glass¬ 
es, we’re certain to win, 
right? 

Well, those of us who have 
been supporting Saints for 
long enough know that is 
not how this club works. 
The ability to throw a span¬ 
ner in the works has long 
been endemic. 

Adkins (and Pardew 
before him) have done well 
to largely eradicate that 
problem over the last two 
years, as shown by the 
relentless march to promo¬ 
tion at the tail end of last 
season. 

Some scars take a long 
time to heal though, so I 
can’t help but worry about 
what might be. 

But, unlike us fans, the 


Saints players need not 
fear the past. 

They know what they can 
do and can point to some of 
the hidings they have 
handed out already to bet¬ 
ter teams than Pompey 
this season. 

So, while in one respect 
this is just another poten¬ 
tial three points on the way 
to possible promotion, it 
also presents 
nice opportuni¬ 
ty to send a 
message - not 
just to 

Pompey, but 
to the rest of 
football: The 
Saints are com¬ 
ing back.

Rant must confess that he has 
some sympathy with the police on 
this one. 

You have to accept that most of 
those who go to matches are not 
interested in trouble, and the trou¬ 
blemakers will meet somewhere to 
fight no matter what if they want. 

For them this is not about the 
football, it just gives them an 
excuse. 

But the fighting has taken place 
near to the ground before and you 
can understand the fear and anxi¬ 
ety of local residents who do not 
wish to be caught up in it. 

Nobody who goes to the game 
should be the subject of anything 
untoward of course, but you at 
least go knowing there is a risk ele¬ 
ment. 

If you happen to live in surround¬ 
ing streets to the ground, then you 
might get caught up without any 
wish on your behalf to even know 
the score of the game. 

Due to recent problems, the 
police had to put in a decent plan 
because recent attempts at control¬ 
ling this drama have seemed well 
meaning yet chaotic. 

This is one of the most extreme 
ways you could think of of trying to 
let this match go ahead in as close 
to normal conditions inside the 
ground as possible. 

As to whether it is the right 
method or not, well everybody will 
have a different opinion. 

Ultimately it will be judged by the 
vast majority on how well it works. 

It’s sad to say, but the history of 
this fixture has led to this. 

And, whilst most people will 
understand that the genuine foot¬ 
ball fans are paying the price for 
the actions of thugs and hooligans, 
on this occasion you have to say 
that something drastic needed to be 
done to keep the peace. 

We will find out soon whether 
this was the right way of going 
about it. 


England and the Premier 
League has probably just 
dropped behind La Liga in terms 
of the quality of the teams at the 
top. 

To say one or the other is a 
better league overall is a hard 
call, though. 

With all due respect, there are 
plenty of pretty mediocre teams in both 
competitions beyond those at the very top. 

Barcelona, helped by Lionel Messi, pic¬ 
tured, are the best team in the world and 
the rest of their top four are strong, proba¬ 
bly on balance currently slightly better than 
the English top four. 

Without wishing to get into a look at 
English football from the grassroots up on 
this particular occasion to work out how 
this has come about, it’s easier to con¬ 
clude that in actual fact it’s probably cycli¬ 
cal. 

This is just the order of things at the 
moment.

Barcelona side start to hit a downward 
curve. 

Barry raises 
eyebrows 

BARRY Hearn must have been licking his 
lips with delight at the boost in publicity 
snooker got when player Mark Allen had 
a very public pop at him. 

Allen, below, was frustrated by the 
change in format of the UK Championship 
which Hearn, as chairman of the WPBSA, 
snooker’s governing body, has overseen. 

Early round matches have 
been cut from best of 17 to 
best of 11. 

Hearn has gone about 
trying to cure the popu¬ 
larity and image prob¬ 
lem of snooker but had 
said he wasn’t going to 
tinker with the game’s 
majors - of which the 
UK Championship is one. 

The fact he has has 
raised eyebrows in some 
quarters. 

This is so reminiscent of the BDO and 
PDC split in darts - Hearn is also the man 
behind the PDC, by the way. 

Whether snooker would ever go the 
same way remains to be seen, the tradi¬ 
tionalists on the BBC and the glitz and 
glamour of a rival division on Sky Sports. 

It’s not inconceivable. 

Snooker has a dilemma. 

It only opened the door to Hearn 
because it realised it was dying in popular¬ 
ity in the West and was desperate, the 
players of course keen to maximise their 
chances to make money. 

Now they have opened this Pandora’s 
box it’s hard to close it - without either 
risking the future of the sport, by reversing 
all these changes, or having a split, which 
in turn would risk the future of the sport. 
Interesting times. 


Just a week to go until the 
first of this season’s big 
south coast derby matches 
and there has been much 
debate about the so called 
bubble arrangement for tak¬ 
ing Saints fans to and from 
Fratton Park. 

The idea, for those who don’t 
know what is taking place, is that 
Saints fans are being collected in 
Southampton and then taken en 
masse by coaches, and in convoy 
with the police, direct to 
Portsmouth.

Also, your chances of having a 
drink or whatever out and about 
before the game is severely 
restricted, to say the least, by the 
fact you will come and go from 
the area at the time the police tell 
you to. 

The same will apply in reverse 
for the return fixture at St Mary’s 
next year. 

There are two sides to the argu¬ 
ment - is this just too much, a 
step too far in trying to protect 
people and restrict trouble? 

Or is it the inevitable conse¬ 
quence of so many problems in 
the past and in the best interests 
of public order? 

Despite not liking anything that 
impinges on people’s freedom, 
having been stuck in a 
Portsmouth riot before, Adam

S aits survive a 

late fight back

EASTLEIGH survived a ner¬ 
vous finale to beat bottom- 
of-the-table Thurrock 3-2 
at the Silverlake Stadium 
this afternoon. 

The Spitfires led 3-0 at half¬ 
time, but conceded two sloppy 
late goals en route to their fifth 
win in the last eight Blue 
Square Bet South games. 

With Danny Smith, Ian 
Herring and Jamie Slabber 
suspended, new signing 
Damian Scannell began his 
second Eastleigh stint playing 
up front alongside Jamie 
Brown. 

The Spitfires should have 
gone in front just three 
minutes in when Scannell 
progressed down the left and 
passed across goal for the 
unmarked Graeme 

Montgomery, who horribly 
spooned a left-foot shot over 
from six yards. 

Thurrock, shaken by the 
departure of their manager 
last week-end, looked vulnera¬ 
ble at the back, but Eastleigh 
skipper Tom Jordan sent a div¬ 
ing header wide and then 
Montgomery had another 
effort blocked after a neat cut¬ 
back by Jordace Holder- 
Spooner. 

The best the Essex visitors 
could offer in the first ten min¬ 
utes was an Ahmed Deen cross 
from the left which Lee Boylan 
headed weakly at on-loan 
Saints keeper Jack Dovey. 

Scannell, a constant thorn in 
Thurrock’s side, then had a 
couple of half-chances - first 
after the ball had bounced over 
defender Anthony Furlonge’s 
boot and then when keeper 
Craig Holloway had raced way 
out of his area. 

Dovey then pulled off an 
important save from Boylan at 
his near post before a shot on 
the turn by Thurrock’s Sam 
Cutler drifted wide. 

Just as the game was losing 
its way, Eastleigh forged ahead 
with a 28th minute bolt from 
the blue. 

Following a build-up on the 


left, the ball was played inside 
for on-loan Aldershot winger 
Montgomery to unleash a 
thumping shot from 25 yards 
which keeper Holloway got a 
hand to but couldn’t prevent 
going in. 

Five minutes later a lapse by 
Michael Green invited 
Thurrock to equalise but, luck¬ 
ily for the Spitfires, Boylan’s 
angled effort hit the far post. 

Eastleigh responded by earn¬ 
ing a penalty when Scannell 
was brought down by Paul 
Terry on the left of the area. 


But the former Dagenham 
and Southend winger got no 
real power behind his spot 
kick, allowing Holloway to 
save, diving to his right. 

But on an afternoon when the 
Spitfires excelled at wasting 
the easy chances and taking 
the hard ones, they scored two 
cracking goals in the space of 
four minutes to go in 3-0 up at 
the break. 

First Billy Tsovolos did bril¬ 
liantly to keep his shot down 
as he burst into the box after 
Montgomery had gone up for a 


far-post header. 

Then Brown pulled a corker 
out of the hat, latching on to 
Green’s cross from the left and 
netting a superb shot on the 
turn from 15 yards. 

Eastleigh’s Andy Forbes then 
had a shot cleared off the line 
before Thurrock hit back with 
two late Jamie Guy efforts - 
one clawed away by keeper 
Dovey for a corner and the 
other going behind. 

With Green, Scannell and 
Holder-Spooner turning up the 
heat on a cold afternoon, 
Eastleigh posed a real threat 
down the left early in the sec¬ 
ond half, forcing a succession 
of corners. 

Thurrock just about with¬ 
stood the pressure, but needed 
a good, strong hand from keep¬ 
er Holloway to turn over 
another Montgomery scream¬ 
er from 30 yards. 

On 72 minutes Thurrock sub¬ 
stitute Alex Osborn burst 
through and tried his luck 
from distance, but Dovey was 
well behind his driven shot. 

Five minutes later 
Montgomery released 

Scannell with a long ball out of 
defence. Scannell held off 
Furlonge, but keeper Holloway 
blocked his angled shot with 
his feet. 

The visitors pulled one back 
with eight minutes remaining 
when, with teammate Cutler 
down injured on the edge of 
the area, Nathan Ashton rifled 
in a beauty from 20 yards. 

And sloppiness almost cost 
Eastleigh another goal on 86 
minutes when substitute Ben 
Bowditch caught Jordan 
dawdling on the ball, but 
drilled his low shot straight at 
Dovey. 

The Saints youngster then 
got behind Deen’s curling free 
kick following substitute Chris 
Flood’s foul on Osborn. 

The Spitfires made life 
unnecessarily anxious for 
themselves early in stoppage 
time when, after Ashton had 
hit the post, Green brought 
down Bowditch in the box and 
Guy made it 3-2 from the penal¬ 
ty spot. 

But Ian Baird’s men man¬ 
aged to hold out, somewhat 
nervously, for a vital win.

HARRY Arter’s first-half 
strike earned Cherries a 
famous - and thoroughly 
deserved - victory over 
League One high-fliers 
Huddersfield today. 

Arter’s 19th-minute effort, 
his sixth goal of the season, 
saw the Dorset outfit register 
their first win over the west 
Yorkshire club since 1993. 

The goal also condemned the 
Terriers to their first defeat at 
the Galpharm Stadium since 
Boxing Day and saw Cherries 
triumph at the venue for the 
first time. 

Lee Bradbury’s men were 
well worth the three points, 
attacking at will in the opening 
period and restricting the 
hosts to a solitary shot on tar¬ 
get. 

Shaun Cooper was handed 
his first start for two months 
as boss Lee Bradbury made 
one change following the 0-0 
draw with Oldham a fortnight 
ago.

Anton Robinson, who also 
started for Cherries in their 
play-off near miss, was 
recalled to the Huddersfield 
team following his summer 
move to west Yorkshire. 

Cherries made an encourag¬ 
ing start, with Scott Malone’s 
low drive after three minutes 
forcing Town goalkeeper Ian 
Bennett to save to his left. 

Bennett also pouched a shot 
from Harry Arter after Wes 
Thomas’s claims for a penalty 
had been waved away by refer¬ 
ee Tony Bates. 

Simon Francis then climbed 
to meet Malone’s 15th-minute 
corner, the defender heading 
over when well placed in a cen¬ 
tral position. 

Cherries were rewarded for 
their early enterprise when 
Arter fired them ahead, the 
midfielder registering his sixth 
goal of the season after 19 min¬ 
utes. 

He was on hand to net from 
close range after Thomas had 


teed him up, the striker show¬ 
ing great endeavour on the 
flank before rolling a cross 
into his teammate’s path. 

Town went close to levelling 
when Peter Clarke headed 
Danny Ward’s free kick past 
the upright before Bennett 
raced off his line to nick the 
ball away from Thomas. 

Clarke then atoned for his 
error when he tackled Thomas 
to prevent the striker going 
clear as Cherries continued to 
apply pressure to the Town 
defence. 

As a first half dominated by 
the visitors drew to a close, 
Francis ventured forward on a 
surging run, the defender end¬ 
ing his foray by firing into the 
side netting. And in stoppage 


time, Bennett saved from 
point-blank range after 
Malone had met a Marc Pugh 
corner with a firm header 
before Steve Cook blazed over 
when well placed.

At just turned 17, former 
Portsmouth youngster Wilson still 
has some maturing to do as a player 
and Malone believes Eastleigh is 
the place to do it. 

“We’re very keen to keep him and 
it’s up to Sam now to force his way 
into first team,” he said.

Harry hits 
out at FA’s 
stance on 
Rooney 

EX-SAINTS manager Harry 
Redknapp has followed 
Kenny Dalglish’s lead in 
accusing the Football 
Association of double stan¬ 
dards over their campaign to 
get Wayne Rooney’s Euro 
2012 ban reduced. 

Rooney’s suspension for next 
summer's tournament was 
cut from three matches to 
two at a UEFA hearing in 
Switzerland yesterday. 
Redknapp thinks the FA’s 
stance is hypocritical as he 
is sure that had the 
Manchester United player 
lashed out in a similar man¬ 
ner to his kick at 
Montenegro’s Miodrag 
Dzudovic in a domestic 
game, the 26-year-old would 
be suspended for three 
matches and an appeal might 
have brought even more. 
Redknapp, the bookmakers’ 
favourite to 
succeed 
Fabio 
Capello as 
England 
boss, said: 

“In all hon¬ 
esty it was 
a three- 
match ban 
for violent 
conduct. 

“You can 
look at it 
and say it 
wasn’t that 
violent, but 
it doesn’t 
matter. If 
you cuff 
someone, 
you get a 
three- 
match ban. 

“Those are the rules. 

“If you appealed it (domesti¬ 
cally), it would be a frivolous 
appeal and you would proba¬ 
bly get four games if you 
went to the FA.” 

They are similar comments 
to those expressed by 
Liverpool boss Dalglish yes¬ 
terday, and Redknapp now 
expects the FA to be 
besieged with appeals for 
domestic red cards. 

“For them to get it from 
three to two, it opens up a 
can of worms,” he said. 
“There will be clubs appeal¬ 
ing against bans and they 
will want to know why they 
aren’t getting it cut from 
three to two for similar situa¬ 
tions. 

“People will look at it and 
think, ‘Hang on, the FA have 
gone and appealed against 
his (Rooney’s) red, why can't 
we?’ 

“From England’s point of 
view, I’m pleased to see him 
get two because he’s that 
important to England, but in 
all honesty, the rules are 
supposed to be the rules and 
they have not been adhered 
to in this situation.” 


EVEN ‘that 9 goal at the Gal- 
pharm Stadium in May couldn’t 
convince Steve Lovell that the 
pain was worth it any longer. 

It was the 63rd minute in West 
Yorkshire, Cherries had already 
had the striker to thank for getting 
them back into the game from the 
penalty spot and there he was 
again, leaving big Peter Clarke on 
his backside, rounding Ian Bennett 
and scoring a goal that will live long 
in the memory of those who were at 
the play-off semi-final, writes NEIL 
MELDRUM. 

Less than four months later, 
Lovell shocked the Dean Court 
faithful by confirming his retire¬ 
ment - at just 30 years old. 

“I had been struggling for a couple 
of years before that game and I had 
to work hard and train for long 
hours to get to where I was that 
night,” Lovell said this week. 

“I was forced back in due to 
injuries to others and that was the 
best thing for me. 

“But I was still way short of where 
I wanted to be. It was the situation, 
though, and I honestly gave 100 per 
cent.” 

There had been no hint of what 
was to come following Lovell’s 


Galpharm display. 

He signed a new 12-month deal at 
the end of May and many felt he 
would be pivotal to another promo¬ 
tion push after the sale of Danny 
Ings to Burnley in August. 

The season started well for the 
Verwood-raised frontman. 

He made four appearances, scor¬ 
ing in a 4-1 Carling Cup defeat to 
Premier League West Brom on 
August 23. 

Suffering 

But on Thursday, September 1 - 
two days after Cherries’ 4-1 win 
over Hereford in the Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy - Lovell went to the 
club’s training HQ at Canford 
School to tell boss Lee Bradbury he 
couldn’t go on. 

“It was a terribly hard decision to 
stop,” added Lovell. “I’d been think¬ 
ing about it for quite a while and I 
guess when the good things were 
happening, it covered up my nega¬ 
tive thoughts. 

“But it got to the point where I 
simply wasn’t able to do what my 
head was telling me to do. 

“I wasn’t doing myself or the team 
justice and I was suffering because 
of the injuries I was carrying. 


“I was always one of the first in for 
training, stretching and doing exer¬ 
cises for an hour before everyone 
else arrived - and that was just to 
get through training. 

“My last game for Bournemouth 
summed up what was happening 
with me. 

“It’s hard to explain what I was 
feeling but that last game against 
Hereford pushed me over the edge. 

“It was awful. 

“I think because of the way I am as 
a person, people didn’t realise how I 
was feeling. 

“When I told Bradders, he was 
totally shocked and said he had no 
idea. 

“I am a private person and don’t 
like to show my emotions too much, 
but it certainly didn’t come out of 
the blue to me even if it did to every¬ 
one else.” 

Having known only football since 
his days as a youth league player 
alongside brother Eddie Howe in 
Verwood, Lovell was faced with the 
daunting decision of what to do 
next. 

“Players who haven’t had bad 
injuries don’t really know what it 
can do to a player’s mind,” he said. 
“There are people far worse off than 
me, but it is difficult. 


“Initially I was still a player - even 
after I had announced it and signed 
the paperwork. 

“I was still waking up at stupid 
o’clock in the morning thinking 
about what I was going to do and 
texting the boys. 

“I was actually still receiving 
Fletch’s text messages about train¬ 
ing because I didn’t want to feel out 
of it. 

“It was difficult but, as time has 
passed, I have come to terms with it 
and I feel more at peace with it. 

“I’m now focused on other things I 
am going to do after football. 

“I am taking my agent’s licence 
and I am working hard at that. 

“The exam is in March and I have 
lots of studying to do and revision 
to start. 

“It’s actually a lot more complicat¬ 
ed than I thought it would be, but 
it’s something I had always thought 
about doing. 

“There are times now when I 
think ‘I could still play and make 
things happen’ but deep down I 
know I can’t. 

“My body had reached a point 
where it just wasn’t producing the 
goods any more.”
